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; When sheep are eft to thelr natural 
inclinations they seem to bring forth 


_ their young tn February, as a rule, 
“put some scatter along from December 


to June, says the Iowa Homestead. 


Whe period of gestation is about 155 


days, When lambs are born in winter 


they should have a dry, warm brood 


pen, but after two or three days they 
should be put in an airy pen connect- 
ed with a sunny yard and other ex- 
pecting ewes put in the brood pen. 

It is a good plan to trim a little of 
the wool from near the udder so the 
little one can find the teat. It is not 
best to try to assist the little one by 
holding it up, as most of them seem 
to object to it. 

If lambs have got chilled before 
nursing fill a gallon jug with hot wa- 
ter, wrap a sack around it and put it 
in a corn basket; then put the lambs 
in the basket and throw a horse blan- 
ket over all. They will soon revive

with brisket full and deep, the body 
round and well proportioned, and, 
while it is a heavy animal, it has 
no coarseness about.

Feeding sheep for breeding purposes 
should be done carefully. If they have 
fall grass, cornstalks, etc., do not feed 
any grain at all until lambs are drop- 
ped, then give each one about two 
pounds of carrots and a little shelled 
oats twice each day for the first week 
and after that all she wants to eat of 
shelled corn, oats and carrots, butter- 
milk, potato and apple parings, straw, 


heats a™2 corsgtalke with nlentv of 
water, especially if there is no snow. 


There is no use of grinding any kind 
of grain for sheep. 

If jambs are not born until grass 
time and grass Is good no grain need 
ever be fed. A ewe is generally good 
for breeding as long as her teeth are 
good, and that is from six to eight 
years. Even at that age she will sell 
well to the butcher, though often ob- 
jectionably fat. Cull well every sea- 
son after lambs bave. been sold or 
‘weaned, for even in a small flock there 
are usually some that are not desira- 
ble. Some bring poor and misshapen 
lambs; others are not good mothers; 
others after-a few years have such 
large teats that the lamb can hardly 
nurse, and some lose their udders from 
fever and other causes. These should 
be noted and taken to the shambles as 
soon as ip ¢ flesb. In this way 
you can keep a flock looking well; of 
uniform size and desirable form, mak- 
ing it a pleasure to look at as well as 
increasing the profits.. Buch a flock 
can be handled with profit and pleas-

cHanging suddenly from sweet to sour 
milk, Clover and alfalfa hay are. good 
conditioners for the brood sow. Feed 
very little tankage if any, unless she 
is out of condition. Above all things, 
a brood sow must have bran. Six or 
seven days before farrowing she 
should be isolated and most of the pro- 
tein taken from the ration—that is to 
say, feed but very little middlings, 
milk and concentrates, but increase the 
bulk. Feed but little garbage. The 
disease known as_ stomach staggers 
may easily be avoided by remembering 
that it is caused by too much pro- 
tein and sudden changes of diet. It is 
a good plan when the sow 1s confined 
in the pen to give epsom salts in the 
swill every day, but if this causes too 
much looseness feed a little dried 
blood. Do not give too much cold wa- 
ter. P 

On the day of farrowing give the sow 
cooling drinks.~ If possible be present 
at the tims of forrnting. A»*>s00r*> 
the pigs are born pick them up by the 
ears and put them in a basket until an 
hour and a half old. This precaution 
is necessary only when the sow is nerv- 
ous. If she is very nervous after far-. 
rowing put ten to fifteen drops of lau- 
danum in each ear every half hour. 
Two or three doses are usually suffi- 
cient. It is advisable to feed nothing 
but warm water during the first twen- 
ty-four hours... The next morning give 
@ warm bran mash contaiiihg-a table- 
spoonful of epsom salts. At the yvext 
feed give skimmilk and middlings mix- 
ed. Never leave feed before her all the 
time. About the third day give her 
some exercise, but don’t put her on full 
feed until two weeks after farrowing. 

At all times the sow should have ac- 
cess to lime, ashes and charcoal, which 
may be scattered on the floor of the 
pen. It is needless to add that the sow 
and pen should be free from lice and 
severe drafts. All breeding pens 


should have a plank extending round: 


them against the wall and six tnehes 
above the floor. This will give the pigs 
a place to retreat when chased by their 
mother, Another precaution worth 
while is not to have too much litter in 
the pen, for it hampers the movements 
of the pigs. 


Hay For Steers. 

At the Kansas experiment station al- 
falfa bay, sorghum bay and Kaffir bay 
were compared as roughages for fat- 
tening steers, says Kansas Farmer. It 
was found that when alfalfa bay was 
fed it took only about six pounds of 
corn and cob meal to produce a pound 
of gain, while when sorghum was fed 
it took 11,1 pounds of corn and cob 
mea! to produce a pound of gain. ‘The 
figures for the Kaflir hay were ten 
pounds of the meal for a pound of 
gain. Experiments at otber stations 
indicate that under similar conditions 
it would take about pine pounds of the 
corn and cob meal! to make a pound of 

| gain when clover and timothy bay were 
| the roughage. Judging from the ex- 
periments, we would place a valuation 
on sorghum avd Kaffir hay of about 
two-thirds as much per ton as we 
would on clover and timothy bay wix- 
ed, Coarse stalked or sour Kaffir or 
sorghum bay would not be worth pear- 
ly this much. From personal experi- 
ence we know tbat cattle relish sor- 
gbhum bay and make fairly good gains 
on it.
